Nicholas Kuryluk of Coleman, a 
Crows Nest Pass old-timer, died in 
the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital on Monday, October 3 fol¬ 
lowing a short illness. 

Mr. Kuryluk, 73 years of age, was 
born in Kniazia in the Ukraine on 
March 17, 1887. He came to Canada 
in the spring of 1907, settling in the 
Hosmer area where after working 
in the mine for a short time he op¬ 
ened up and operated a grocery 
business until 1913 when he came 
to Maple Leaf and operated a gro¬ 
cery store. 

He was one of the persons who 
took refuge in the coke ovens at 
Hosmer when the forest fire in 1913 
raged through the town of Hosme -. 

Mr. Kuryluk operated a grocery 
store business in Bellevue for a 
number of years in partnership 
with the late Fred Woltsenholme, 
and later with the late James Eddy 
until he took over the business him¬ 
self, operating the store until 1930. 

He then moved to Vancouver 
where his wife Josephine prede¬ 
ceased him in 1944. He also spent 
about four years in Nova Sco.i.i, 
returning to Coleman to reside in 
1945, and has been a resident iter ■

Jury Rules “Accidental Death” 


A Coroner's Jury, investigating the death 
of Nick Capola, 36, a Coleman mine worker, 
returned a verdict of accidental death with no 
blame attached to anyone at an inquest held 
in Blairmore Thursday, October 6th. 


The verdict also indicated that 
Mr. Capola had come to his death 
in the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital at about 2:00 a.m. on May 
24, 1960, as the result of Injuries 
he sustained in a mine mishap at 
Vicary Mine on May 18, at abou 1 
4:05 p.m. during the course of his 
duties when he was squeezed be¬ 
tween a mine car and a rotary 
dump. Cause of death was abdom¬ 
inal injuries and resulting compli¬ 
cations. 

The jury recommended that the 
Coleman Collieries install proper 
mechanically operated stop blocks 
to separate loads and provide ade¬ 
quate distance between blocked cars 
and the dump. Proper sand boxes 
with scoop should also be Installed 
near the dump. 

*The jury, under direction of Pro¬ 
vincial Coroner M. M. Cantor, M.D 
of Edmonton, comprised Vern De- 
coux, foreman; Robert Munson, Al- 
rik Tiberg, Arthur Williams, Ron 
Pan tin and Steve Kuban. 

Plans of the accident scene were 
provided by Arthur Graham, miim 
suiveyor, of Coleman Collieries. 

Dr. Emil Aiello of Coleman gave 
evidence of the extent of Mr. Ca- 


pola's injuries, adding that Dr. 
Ba J > borough of Lethbridge, path¬ 
ologist, had performed an autopsy. 
Evicienec was also given by Rudolph 
Rossi of Bellevue, who’^gp working 
with Capola at the time of the mis¬ 
hap and by driver boss John Kulig 
of Coleman. District Mines Inspect¬ 
or Phillip Melson also gave evidence. 

The evidence given would indi¬ 
cate that Mr. Capola, assisted by 
Mr. Rossi, were in the midst of 
dumping three two-ton mine cars of 
coal in a rotary dump. Mr. Rossi 
had placed a sprag in the wheel 
of the second and third loads of the 
slow moving trip and Mr. Capola 
was attempting to uncouple the first 
ear from the moving trip to bring 
it into the dump. Rainy weather 
made the tracks slippery and allow¬ 
ed the trip to slide on the tracks 
and after Mr. Capola successfully 
cut off the first load it went com¬ 
pletely through the dump and the 
slow moving other two cars of coal 
pinned him between the dump and 
the car when he sustained his in¬ 
juries. He was taken to the Crows 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital by

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tion, however, that radiation ther¬ 
apy and surgery are the most im¬ 
portant methods of treatment for 
cancer. 

Television proved to be the most 
prevalent source of information 
about cancer, 53 per cent of those 
questioned haVing seen TV cancer 
programs, or publicity. 

Newspapers were the second most 
important source, followed by Can¬ 
cer Society pamphlets — seen by 27 
P*.i cent — then radio, organized 
or.cussions, magazines and meet¬ 
ings. Twenty-four per cent of the 
women had had some personal ex¬ 
perience with the disease. 

Officials of the Cancer Society 
are of the opinion that its nation¬ 
wide education program has been a 
contributing factor in the steady in¬ 
crease in the percentage of cancer 
patients who report their disease at 
an early stage and, as a result, in 
tiie percentage who live at least five 
years after their disease has been 
discovered.

The revelation that 71 p< ;■ cent 
of Canadian women now km that 
cancer can be cured, as cc pared 
to only 63 per cent in 195' indi¬ 
cates, says the Society “tha there 
lias been some clear prog ss in 
the dissemination of cancer i form¬ 
ation among Canadian wome 

The percentage of women ealiz- 
ing the necessity of early tre tment 
of cancer likewise rose dull g the 
period from 80 to.87 per cen.. 

Moreover, most women th ; y:-in¬ 
correctly placed heart trou le as 
the leading cause of death with 
cancer in its proper second place, 
rather than in reverse order : , they 
did in 1954. 

Another fact emerging fro n th ■ 
study, which was conducted y Ca¬ 
nadian Pacts Limited, is £ is: in 
1960, 92 per cent of wome l cor¬ 


rectly placed breast cancer as the 
most common type of cancer in wo¬ 
men — in 1954 only 82 per cent 
were aware of this fact. 

The study was conducted to as¬ 
sess the results of the Canadian 
Cancer Society’s education program 
to suggest ways in which it could 
be improved. Personal home inter¬ 
views were conducted with women 
21 years of age and over by experi¬ 
enced interviewers during June and 
early July of this year. Each woman 
was asked a list of 26 questions 
drawn up by the Society, many of 
them identical to those asked dur¬ 
ing the 1954 study. 

The results shewed that although 
information regarding cancer of the 
breast is widespread, knowledge of 
other forms of cancer has not kept 
pace.

Interviews of 2524 women in all 
parts of Canada also showed that 
Canadian women know significant¬ 
ly more about cancer than they dii 
six years ago. 

The opinion that "the doctor 
should tell” was held by 64 per cent 
of those questioned, compared to 58 
per cent in a similar questionaire 
conducted in 1954. Only 14 per cent 
believed the doctor should not tell, 
a drop from 23 per cent, and 11 per 
cent thought his degree of frank¬ 
ness should depend on the person 
concerned.

Alberta's Department of Lands oc 
Forests has arranged the regravel¬ 
ling of the first 80 miles of tlu 
multi-million dollar forestry road 
that runs through the foothills from 
Coleman to Nordegg. 

The regravelling is part of a reg¬ 
ular program requiring the whole 
road, sections at a time, to be r’- 
gravelled every three years.
